REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a medical bandaging 
product comprising "a reactive system impregnated into or coated onto the fabric, the 
system remaining stable when maintained in substantially moisture-free conditions and 
hardening upon exposure to sufficient moisture to form a self supporting structure 
having an immobilization value of less than about 43 pounds" in combination with the 
other recited elements of claim 1 . 

The prior art also fails to teach a cast tape comprising "a reactive system 
impregnated into or coated onto the fabric, the system remaining stable when 
maintained in substantially moisture-free conditions and hardening upon exposure to 
sufficient moisture to form a self supporting structure having an immobilization value of 
less than about 43" in combination with the other recited elements of claim 12.
